YALE TO SEND NEW 
PLAYS TO BROADWAY 


New Haven. Conn., Dec. 20.—Broad­ 
way will soon be seeing Yale plays, 
through the new course in dramatic 
a rt which is to be established at the 
university under the direction of Pro­ 
fessor Pierce Baker, former head of 
the famous Harvard “47 workshop.” 
Professor Baker announced that not 
only would Yale prize plays be estab­ 
lished, but that arrangem ents would 
be made to produce the hest of the 
plays given in the theatre here on 
Broadway under the banners of regu­ 
lar commercial producers. 
The new course, which was estab­ 
lished by the gift of $1,000,000 by E d ­ 
ward S. Harkness, New York oil and 
railroad magnate, is expected to prove 
very 
popular 
with 
both 
graduate 
school students and undergraduates. 
A fine new theatre, complete along 
modern lines, will be built near the 
university here for the students to 
work in and produce their plays. 
Be­ 
sides classroom work, every student 
will receive actual, practical, instruc­ 
tion right in the theatre. 
“There will be," Professor Baker 
said, “a distinct advantage in bringing 
the work nearer New York. 
Yale of­ 
fered this fine opportunity and I ac­ 
cepted it." 
During the years that Professor Ba­ 
ker has conducted his course in d ra ­ 
matic a rt at Harvard and bis famous 
“47 workshop” he has given Broadway 
many fine plays, several of which have 
had long runs, and so the theatrical 
world,

plays will start flowing from Yale.

He was

tals or jails. 
Jack Bloom, who knew McFlllan 
well, told the United Presa; 
" H e wus a wounded war veteran. 
I have known him for several years. 
Ile- used to say he Was a brother-in- 
law of the mayor of Philadelphia. 
"M cFlllan returned to Paris sever­ 
al times after the war," Bloom con­ 
tinued. 
"H e used to receive money 
from Philadelphia. 
I believe he was 
connected with some liquor busine**. 
"H e frequented American 
negro 
Joints in Hie Montm artre every night 
and I'm afraid lie gambled consider­ 
ably. 
"McFlllan never disappeared thus 
before and I'm afraid lie was m urder­ 
ed arid dismembered.M 
Police this afternoon took up the 
gruesome tank of comparing finger­ 
prints and shoes and clothing left by 
McFlllan to see lf they fit fragments 
of the body.

Cutting Soy Beans for 


Hay With Common Mower 
Soy beans for hay may lie cut any 
time lifter the pads ore formed and 
before many of the leaves begin to 
fall. 
Too early cutting lowers the 
yield and late cutting reduces the qual­ 
ity of the hay. 
They may be cut with 
un ordinary mower, allowed to wilt for 
a day in the swath, and the curing 
completed In the windrows, advises II. 
It. Sumner, agronomy specialist, Hun 
sa * Slate Agricultural college. 
Harvesting the seed crop 
should 
Start when half or three-fourths of the 
leaves have fallen and moat of the 
pods have changed color. 
This rule 
will vary somewhat with the season, 
variety nnd harvester used. 
If the 
crop is allowed to get overripe much 
loss will result from shattering, he 
says. 
The beans limy he harvested with 
either a grain or corn binder or a 
mower with side delivery attachment. 
Care bi handling Is necessary to pre 
vent shattering. 
Tile crop should be 
shocked, capped, and allowed to stand 
for at least two weeks before thresh 
ing. 
Stacking soy beans Is a good 
practice, says the agronomist.

Tile first winter Is the testing time 
for a new seeding of alfalfa.

the stand conies through successfully 
depends largely on how well it w as es­ 
tablished iii the fall.

Is very responsive to phosphorus fer­ 
tilizers. 
Afost soils are deficient in 
phosphorus.

young alfalfa plants to obtain an early 
vigorous growth. 
Fertilizer, however, 
does not make up for poor seed, luck of 
preparation of the seed bed, or lack of 
lime. 
Liming is often necessary for 
hest results with fertilizer. 
Wherever 
liming is needed, phosphorus is quite 
likely to lie deeded also. 
The applicator < f JOO to 400 pound* 
of fertilizer ;**r acre before seeding, 
thoroughly mixed in with tile soil, is 
one of the hest investments that can 
he made to insure success with alfalfa.

Farther north, in the Transvaal, we 
get actual money, in the shape of 
home-made wire, with a rough knob 
on the end. 
Farther west, in the 
Congo, we find H-shaped copper plates 
used as money. 
On the Upper Congo 
we find imitation swords serving the 
purpose, while lower down on the 
Stanley Falls we find the ax blade. 
(In many South African tribes we ge- 
the hoe so used.) 
In Sierra Leone we 
get an amusing imitation knife blade; 
one end is thin and twisted, the other 
widening to two points. The BaSongo 
aud IlaNkutu on the Congo use throw­ 
ing knives. 


Field's Tribute to Riley 
Among the finest tributes which one 
man of genius has puid to another is 
that of Eugene Field to his friend 
and brother poet. 
James 
Whitcomb 
Riley. 
He put it in the language of 
an Indiana villager and tile essence 
of it was this paragraph : 
“Riley has got true genius; can’t 
call it anything else. 
When he was 
born God give him the tongues of men 
and of angels, and threw in charity 
for good measure. 
There hain’t no 
Shakespeare business about him, nor 
no Byron. Jim is a straightaway poet, 
and his pieces are as full of honey 
and dew as the flower the hummin’ 
bird plays tag with in the cool sun­ 
light of an early summer morning.

in yenra, and when Franklin visited 
the French capitol he was naturally 
brought to this meeting place of wit 
and fashion. A strong affection sprung 
up between the great American and 
Madame 
flelvotius, 
and

that 
scandalized

people.

piquant view of tile affair from (his 
angle was given by Abigail Adams, 
wife of President Adams, in a letter 
home. 
Part of this communication 
follows: 
“She entered the room with a care­ 
less. sweeping air; upon seeing the 
ladies, who were strangers, to her, she 
bawled out, ‘Ah, mon Diem w'hefe is 
Franklin? 
Why did you not tell me 
there were ladies here?’

door and she at the other;

which she ran forward to him, gave 
him a double kiss, one upon each 
cheek, and another upon his forehead. 
When he went Into the room to dine 
she was placed between tile Doctor 
and Mr. Adams. 
She carried on the 
chief conversation at dinner, frequent­ 
ly locking her hands into the D o c ­ 
tor’s; anti sometimes spreading her 
arms upon the backs of both gentle­ 
men’s chairs, then throwing her arms 
carelessly upon the Doctor’s neck.”

Franklin was involved in another love 
affair which resulted in tile birth of a 
natural s<mv. William. 
This child was 
taken into Franklin’s home which, as 
historians have observed, was rather 
u peculiar wedding present#for his 
wife. 
The boy was brought up by- 
Mrs. Franklin as her own child and 
the father did all he could for him. 
eventually making him governor of 
New Jersey.

ments. 
The trial was conducted ac­ 
cording to an outline furnished by tile 
United States Deportment of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Proceedings Realistic. 
Local legal talent made the court 
proceedings realistic. 
Tile sheriff and 
his force of deputies “arrested” the 
bull and otherwise aided in conducting 
court order. 
For the convenience of busy fanners 
tile trial was held at 7 o'clock in the 
evening. 
The merchants of Waynes­ 
boro held a “dollar day," which was 
widely advertised, with the scrnh-hRH 
trial as an auxillary attraction. Twen­ 
ty-five hundred card invitations were 
malted and ,r»00 coleseed posters adver­ 
tised the event. 
The trial took place on an electric- 
lighted platform erected in the hull 
park. Band music added to the enter­ 
tainment and the services of the boy 
scouts were enlisted to handle tin* 
traffic. 
A dairy-cuttle specialist from 
the department of agriculture acted as 
expert witness for the prosecution.

A jury of 12 men rendered a verdict 
of guilty after hearing tile evidence 
laid before tho court of bovine Justice.
